Coin crimes in Hilliard and Dayton 


Sunday March 19: Thieves took about $100,000 in 
coins and currency from a coin dealer’s car while he 
was stopped for a snack at a Dairy Queen after leaving 
the Hilliard coin show. 


The dealer told police he noticed someone in his car 
and ran outside as the thieves sped away. 


Restaurant surveillance video showed the crime in 
progress. Police reported, “As I watched the video, I 
observed the suspect vehicle back in beside (the deal- 
er’s) vehicle which was pulled straight in. The sus- 
pect then exited the suspect vehicle and entered (the 
dealer’s) left-side rear passenger door. Then the video 
shows (the dealer) running out towards his vehicle and 
the suspect vehicle fled northbound.” 


City traffic cameras showed the thieves’ car travel- 
ing north on Main St., but police failed to locate them. 


The Shelby County Coin Club (Sidney) reports a 


similar crime occurred after the Dayton show March 5. 


Sunday March 5: A prominent southwest Ohio 
Coin dealer was vandalized leaving the Miami Valley 
Coin Club coin show. He had a flat tire leaving the 
show. He pulled into a nearby gas station. Went inside, 
and saw a guy taking his cash box and another case of 


coins from his vehicle. 


A Good Samaritan heard him yelling at the suspect. 
The suspect fled, and the Good Samaritan followed 
the bad guy. On the phone with police while following 
him. The Kettering police department arrested the guy 
within 30 minutes of the crime. 


This dealer was targeted by a group. It is believed 
someone cases the dealers inside the venue. The group 
then figures out what vehicle the dealer is going to 
leave in. A guy outside tampers with a tire on the 
vehicle. They then follow the targeted individual until 
the tire goes flat. 


This dealer’s stolen property was recovered 
according to the news report, was not physically 
harmed thank goodness. The Good Samaritan was 
vigilant and thanks to them, one of the two bad guys 
was arrested. 


Police think the one that got away may have been 
involved in the Hilliard theft.

OSBORNE COINAGE SOLD 
TO BELGIAN COMPANY 


(This article appeared in The Brussels Times and was reprinted in 
the E-Sylum April 9.) 


The Belgian company Royal United Mint from the municipal- 
ity of Westerlo in the Antwerp province, has acquired the oldest 
private mint in the United States, Osborne Coinage. 


Royal United Mint is part of the Belgian holding company 
Groep Heylen, and is also the parent company of the Royal Dutch 
Mint and Mauquoy Token Company from Westerlo — the largest 
producer of metal coins and tokens in Europe. 


“With this acquisition, we are setting foot in the United States,” 
Royal United Mint told Belga News Agency. “We are the world 
leader in the coin and token market. Andre McCaster, who has

Osborne Coinage is an American company, located in Cincinnati 
(Ohio), and is the oldest private mint in the United States. For the 
past 75 years, the company has been owned by the Stegman family. 


“Through Osborne Coinage, small and medium-sized customers in the US can be better served,” said the 
Belgian company. “For example, Osborne makes payment tokens in base metals or collector tokens in precious 
metals for collectors and central banks.” 


Osborne Coinage already made tokens for the campaigns of US Presidents Abraham Lincoln, Ulysses S. 
Grant and Franklin D. Roosevelt. During World War II, Osborne Coinage made food tokens out of fibre to save 
on the use of metal, which was then mainly used for warfare. 


E-Sylum Editor Wayne Homren notes: Lets hope this marks the beginning of a new era, not the beginning 
of the end for the granddaddy of America’s private mints. Hopefully the new owners will not only preserve the 
company ’ records and archives, but also allow researchers to access them.
